After  the  death  of  Ankhenaten  she  married  Tutankhamun,  who  some 
consider  to  be  a son  of  Ankhenaten  and  one  of  his  secondary  wives,  so  this 
could  be  a marriage  to  her  half  brother.  Tutankhaten  soon  abandoned  the 
worship  of  the  Aten  and  changed  his  name  to  Tutankhamun  and 
Ankhesenpaaten  changed  hers  to  Ankhesenamun.  After  the  death  of 
Tutankhamun  the  succession  was  in  doubt  and  Ankhesenamun  wrote  a 
letterr  to  Suppiluliumas  I,  King  of  the  Hittites,  asking  him  to  send  one  of  his 
son  to  Egypt  so  that  she  could  marry  and  he  would  become  King  of  Egypt. 
However  the  Prince  and  his  escort  were  ambushed  before  crossing  into 
Egypt.  This  was  probably  a plot  by  Horemheb,  the  leader  of  the  army  and 
a very  ambitious  man.  Ankhesenamun  then  apparently  married  Ay,  her 
grandfather,  and  he  became  Pharaoh.  His  rule  was  short  and  Horemheb 
assumed  the  throne.  Ankhesenamun  disappears  from  the  scene  at  this 
time.  Horemheb  userped  most  of  the  monuments  and  buildings  of 
Tutankhamun,  erasing  his  name  and  titles  and  it  can  be  assumed  also 
those  of  his  wife  Ankhesenamun.

900  Roman  Lollius  Family  Stella,  Marble,  Roman  Republic  c.  200  BC  to  100 

AD.  This  Roman  marble  gravestone  originates  from  the  Roman 
Republican  Period  to  Early  First  cent.  AD  It  commemorates  the  life  of  the 
child  Q.  Lolliannus,  a member  of  the  family  Lollii,  of  Rome.  The  epitaph 
indicates  this  child  lived  to  seven  years,  five  months,  and  five  days.  At 
either  side  of  the  inscription  are  two  attendant  amoretti.  Carved  in  relief, 
both  face  inward  in  contra-posto  position.  Each  holds  a tall  spear  and  a 
prize  game,  one  a duck,  the  other  a rabbit.  A marble  grave  marker  such  as 
this,  in  all  likelihood,  could  only  have  been  afforded  by  aristocracy.  The 
ranks  of  the  family  Lolli  included  significant  honorary  figures  such  as  Lollius 
Palicanus,  elected  tribune  of  the  people,  c.  70  BC,  and  acclaimed  for 
having  returned  magisterial  power  to  that  office  after  it  had  been  removed 
by  Sulla.  One  of  Palicanus'  descendants  is  recorded  to  have  been  a 
moneyer  in  45  BC,  while  another  was  Consul  under  Augustus  in  21  BC  and 
Governor  of  Gaul  five  years  later.  H.  16  3/4"(42.5  cm),  W.  10  3/4“

901  Roman  Marble  Head  of  Gnaeus  Domitus  Corbulo.  a miniature 

masterpiece  of  Roman  portraiture.  Corbulo,  a famous  Roman  general,  who 
served  under  Claudius  and  Nero,  was  considered  the  greatest  general  of 
his  time.,  c.  1st  cent.  AD.  Under  Claudius,  in  47  AD,  he  was  made  legate 
of  Germania  Inferior  and  warred  victoriously  against  the  Chauci  led  by 
Gannascus.  He  also  assumed  the  position  of  Proconsul  of  Asia.  Later, 
under  Nero,  he  was  awarded  the  title  of  legatus  of  Cappadocia  and  Galatia. 
He  reorganized  the  Roman  army  in  the  East  and  in  52  AD  succeeded  in 
campaigns  against  Parthia  to  retain  control  over  Armenia.  He  then 
introduced  a new  Armenian  king,  Tigranes.  In  62  AD,  however,  Tigranes 
was  removed.  War  resumed.  Corbulo  intervened  again  in  63  AD  and 
successfully  restored  Roman  prestige,  achieving  a Roman  protectorate  for 
the  Armenian  throne.  Ironically,  in  66  AD,  a jealous  and  shrewd  Nero 
plotted  for  Corbulo's  death.  He  invited  him  to  Corinth.  Landing  in  Greece, 
apprised  of  the  betrayal,  the  general  sacrificed  himself  with  his  own  sword 
exclaiming  the  words  "Well  deserved".  This  is  a true  master  piece  in 
Roman  portraiture.  The  dignitary's  features  are  in  fact  so  exacting  and 
captivating  that  his  character  transcends  the  lifelike  image.  Immediately, 
one  submits  to  the  penetrating  and  piercing  gaze  of  his  eyes  from  beneath 
a thick,  weighted  brow,  his  facial  expression  indicating  thoughtful  resolve. 
Highly  desirable,  marble  portraits  of  this  caliber  are  seldom  seen  outside  of 
a museum.

Anthony  was  a soldier  of  great  ability  and  a commander  loved  by  his 
soldiers.  After  serving  as  a commander  of  cavalry  under  Aulus  Gabinus  in 
Palestine  and  Egypt  he  then  served  under  Caesar  in  Gaul,  Caesar  noted 
his  abilities  and  soon  gave  Antony  important  assignments.  He  was 
Caesar's  man  in  Rome  and  served  as  Caesar's  co-consul  in  44  BC.  He 
delivered  Caesar's  funeral  eulogy  after  the  assassination,  which  aroused 
public  sentiment  against  the  conspirators.  He  soon  found  himself  at  odds 
with  Octavian,  after  much  posturing  and  two  treaties  he  found  himself  in 
Egypt  where  he  married  Cleopatra.  Anthony's  luck  ran  out  at  Actium  and 
he  and  Cleopatra  fled  to  Egypt  where  they  both  committed  suicide.  A 
comparison  of  this  piece  with  the  coin  portraits  of  Anthony  show  that  this  is 
certainly  a portrait  of  him.  The  chin,  nose,  and  hair  style  are  the  same. 
Sculpture  in  semi-precious  stone  is  rare.  This  head  was  most  likely  part  of 
a bust  in  a private  shrine,  and  the  eyes  were  likely  inlayed  with  mother  of 
pearl  or  ivory  with  black  stone  centers.  Note  the  resemblance  to  the  bust  of 
Marc  Anthony  #261  in  the  exhibit  catalog  Cleopatra  of  Egypt  from  History  to 
Myth,  Edited  by  Susan  Walker  and  Peter  Higg.
